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TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE AMERICAN SCHOOLS OF 
ORIENTAL RESEARCH 


To the Trustees of the Schools and the Council of the Archaeological 
Institute of America, 


GENTLEMEN: 


The year past concluded the first quarter of a century in the life of 
the School in Jerusalem. It was marked by the completion and 
occupation of the main building and one wing of the Jane Dows Nies 
Memorial Building, provided for by the legacy of the late Rev. Dr. 
James B. Nies. It is a structure of quiet but tasteful appearance, 
and appears to be admirably planned for its purposes. The main 
building contains on the first floor the offices and the library room, 
on the second the rooms for students. The wing is occupied by the 
Director and his family; the other wing, when built, will be used 
primarily by the Annual Professor, who at present must be accom- 
modated in the main building. It had been expected that the larger 
ménage required by the new building would entail an increased draft 
upon our budget, but through the careful administration and econ- 
omy of the Director and Mrs. Albright the internal expenses have 
been fully met. At certain seasons there is a large demand in 
Jerusalem for vacant rooms on the part of visiting friends and schol- 
ars. Thus the School serves as a hospice as well as an academic and 
social centre for the friends and clients of the School. 

The current BuLLetin has recorded the undertakings of the 
School in Jerusalem for the past year. In the autumn the Director 
and Professor Dougherty, of the School in Baghdad, made an ex- 
ploring trip north through Syria and then down the Euphrates into 
Iraq. In the spring the Director participated with President Kyle, 
of the Xenia Seminary, in an excavation of Tell Beit Mirsim, the 
supposed Kirjath-sepher of the Bible, a coéperative work that proved 
to be both successful in its results and happy in the mutual relations 
of the two parties. The advice of Prof. Clarence S. Fisher was had 
in this undertaking, and he and the Director gave their counsel to 
Dean Badé in his excavation of Tell en-Nasbeh to the north of 
Jerusalem. In these ways of codperation the School attested its 
usefulness and has received the warm commendation of the asso- 
ciated scholars. 

The Summer School had its second session last summer, and with 
sufficient success to warrant its continuation. Negotiations are now 
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in course with the Bureau of University Travel, which has given its 
valuable services in the past two years, with the object of placing the 
Summer School on a larger and permanent basis. The intensity of 
archaeological interest centring in the Near East was evidenced by 
the Archaeological Congress held in Syria-Palestine in April, at- 
tended not only by the many archaeologists now working in that 
region but also by numerous delegates from abroad. The Schools 
were represented in the Congress by Drs. Albright and Dougherty. 
Further details of the work of the School are presented by the Di- 
rector in his accompanying Report. 

The sixth volume of the ANNUAL, which appeared last summer, 
celebrates the twenty-fifth anniversary of our institution, and by the 
variety of its contents exhibits the ever enlarging scope of its work. 
We regret that Professor Bacon has decided to retire from the editor- 
ship, a duty he has most capably fulfilled. 

The Trustees of the Schools have held two meetings in the past 
year. The vacancies caused by the death of Professors Carroll and 
Clay were filled at the Christmas meeting by the election of Prof. 
James H. Breasted of the University of Chicago, and President 
Milton G. Evans of Crozer Seminary. There have been two ac- 
cessions to our roll of Contributing Institutions, Berkeley Divinity 
School and the Lutheran Seminary in Philadelphia; these bring the 
number up to fifty-four. 

We have tried to meet the ever increasing demands arising from 
the constant new opportunities opening up for us. There is the 
School in Jerusalem, which despite its firm foundation, is in some 
respects no better provided for than years ago, for example, there is 
no assurance of the Fellowship, which had to lapse for the coming 
year; while there are no funds for exploration and excavation or 
even for necessities required by such an institution for the proper 
equipment of the staff and students. And now the School in 
Baghdad, which started three years ago as a venture of faith, with 
such small means as we could apply to it, has so fully established its 
worth and is so accredited by the Iraq Government, that we are 
compelled to seek for its permanent establishment with a Director 
and sufficient funds for excavation. And yet, despite the decreased 
value of the dollar, we cannot appropriate to this our younger child 
as much as was given to the Jerusalem School at its founding twenty- 
five years ago. 

To meet the current demands and to provide for the enlargement 
of our work the officers and the Executive Committee have been in 
constant conference through the year. We have been studying the 
various possibilities of obtaining funds for an adequate endowment, 
and are hopeful that our quest will bear fruit. We are fortunate in 
having the assistance of Director Albright, who, although home for 
a well-earned sabbatic year, has generously offered his services to 
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present the cause of the Schools throughout the country; and he has 
engaged himself for an extensive lecturing tour, which should result 
in raising up many friends. In his absence from Jerusalem the 
direction of the School is in the capable hands of Prof. Romain 
Butin of the Catholic University of America.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE SCHOOL IN 
JERUSALEM 


To the Trustees of the American School of Oriental Research, 


GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the School in 
Jerusalem during the academic year 1925-26. 

On the first of Muharram, July 22, we left the rented house in the 
Abyssinian Street, which the School had occupied for over fifteen 
years. Since the Nies Building was not yet finished, the furniture 
was stored in the basement until after the Summer School, when the 
Director and his family moved into the north wing. The main wing 
was not ready for occupancy until November. City water was put 
in early in August, and electricity was secured later from the French 
School across the street, where there is a standard installation. This 
courtesy on the part of the Dominican Fathers greatly simplified the 
situation for us, since an electrical installation is not only very 
expensive, but also requires a modicum of skilled attention, which is 
difficult and expensive to get. We are, therefore, provided with all 
modern improvements except a heating plant, and those who know 
Jerusalem realize the impracticability of one. 

Thanks to the conscientious devotion of our supervising architect, 
Mr. Friedrich Ehmann,* our building has cost actually less than 
allowed in the estimates, while the construction is very solid and 
dependable. As a result of the frequent revisions to which the plans 
were subjected, practically all superfluous features were eliminated, 
and a high degree of efficiency and economy of arrangement was 
attained. During the past year it has been found possible to run the 
School at an actual saving, so that most of the money spent formerly 
on rent can be used for other purposes than the mere upkeep of the 
building. 

The Nies Building is not, however, quite completed; the south 
wing was built only to the ceiling of the basement, which has 
received an ugly, but cheap roof of galvanized iron. We need about 
$9,000 to complete this wing, thereby enclosing the western end of 
the cloister. The east wing is not required immediately, but will be 
needed badly in a few years. Meanwhile the construction of a 
small garage and storehouse for expedition equipment is very 
desirable; $2,000 would be enough to pay for it. 

Until we secure the funds to complete the third wing, we shall not 


*Mr. Ehmann died this March, to the great sorrow of-his many friends. A 
more honorable and conscientious architect never lived, and the School owes him 
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have suitable quarters for the Annual Professor, since the Director 
and his family are now obliged to occupy the apartment intended for 
the former, who receives one or more rooms in the main hostel. The 
hostel has two double rooms and seven single ones, which have been 
filled during the past few months, while several members of the 
School and their friends have been obliged to find quarters outside. 
It will be a great advantage to us when the hostel can be devoted 
entirely to the needs of students and friends of the School, while the 
members of the staff have their own apartments. 

The lack of funds will, however, be very troublesome indeed in the 
next few years, unless some money can be raised soon. Our library 
and equipment are most insufficient, and travel and exploration are 
generally out of the question at present. In order to place the 
School on a running basis, with no expansion of its staff, we require a 
minimum of $50,000, of which $20,000 should be devoted to building 
and the purchase of equipment, while $30,000 should become the 
nucleus of an endowment. The income from this endowment 
should be applied to the creation of a new fellowship, to replace the 
defunct Thayer Fellowship, and to the library and expedition 
budgets, both of which are now hopelessly insufficient. Some day it 
will probably become necessary to have a librarian and secretary, as 
well as a matron or housekeeper; for the present the Director and his 
wife are willing to assume these duties themselves. 

During the past summer the experiment of a Summer School was 
inaugurated, in collaboration with the Bureau of University Travel, 
which coéperates with other similar ones at the American Schools in 
Rome, Athens and France. The school was opened July 16 and 
continued until August 6, being followed by a tour of Northern 
Palestine and Syria, August 7-13. During the session in Jerusalem 
the Director gave three courses of nine hours each on the archaeology, 
geography and history of Palestine. Besides he conducted numerous 
tours in Jerusalem and the environs; among the places visited with 
the Director or Mr. Tewfik Nasr were Hebron, Jericho, Gezer, 
Emmaus, ete. The Director also accompanied the northern tour, 
which was in the hands of Mr. Nasr, who may be cordially recom- 
mended as the most satisfactory tourist agent he has ever known. 
The Summer School was attended by the following persons: Miss 
Gertrude Andrews of Brazil, Ind.; Dr. George C. Fisher of Pitts- 
burgh; Miss Anniewall Foushee of Smith College; Mrs. Albert Howe 
Lybyer of Urbana, Ill.; Rev. Takuo Matsumoto of Aoyama Gakuin, 
Tokio, Japan; Dr. and Mrs. A. Lincoln Shute; Prof. Alma Syden- 
stricker of Agnes Scott College. Four other members of the Bureau 
of University Travel joined us for the northern trip. The Summer 
School ought to be well patronized, since it offers an excellent 
opportunity to become acquainted with Palestine, under competent 
direction, and amid the pleasant surroundings of the American 
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School. The climate of Jerusalem in midsummer is very agreeable; 
hot nights, for instance, are virtually unknown, while it is seldom 
disagreeably warm in the shade during the day. 

Through a curious freak of chance no students appeared at the 
School in the fall, leaving the coast clear for the Mesopotamian 
expedition planned for this time by Professor Dougherty of Goucher 
College and the writer. Professor Dougherty, now of Yale, was 
appointed Annual Professor in both the Jerusalem and the Baghdad 
Schools, a happy arrangement which greatly facilitated his work for 
the year. In accordance with a plan arranged long before and 
accepted by the Trustees, we made a systematic investigation of the 
oldest mounds of Northern Syria and the Euphrates Valley, with 
good results, described succinctly in BuLLETIN No. 21. This was 
followed by a tour of Babylonia, the East Tigris Country and 
Assyria, in which we continued to study the earliest sites, so far as 
opportunity offered. The results of these trips remain to be pub- 
lished. December 14 the writer left Baghdad, while Professor 
Dougherty continued his work in the Baghdad School by making a 
valuable archaeological survey of southwestern Babylonia. 

After the Director’s return to Jerusalem, December 18, he immedi- 
ately began a series of courses with Mr. Samuel Rosenblatt, the 
Hazard Fellow, from Columbia University. Later Mr. Rosenblatt 
was joined by Dr. Sheldon H. Blank of Hebrew Union College, 
while one or two other hearers were present part of the time. The 
following courses were given: North Semitic Epigraphy, two hours a 
week; Historical Archaeology, two hours; Geography of Palestine, 
one hour; Topography of Jerusalem, one hour; Palestinian Arabic, 
two hours (replaced later by Egyptian). Mr. Rosenblatt proved a 
most able and industrious student. As his research subject he chose 
the study of the vocalization of ancient Galilaean place-names, 
which present many extremely interesting problems in comparative 
morphology. 

Since the main object of our School is to provide a base of opera- 
tion for supporting institutions which wish to carry on excavations or 
other field work in Palestine and Syria, it is clear that we should do 
our utmost to encourage codperative undertakings. In case an 
institution is amply provided with funds direct coéperation is hardly 
necessary or perhaps advisable, but where this is not the case, the 
utility of such codperation may become very great. Suggestions 
were made as to details in the report on the “Sodom and Gomorrah” 
expedition of 1924 (BuLLETIN No. 14, p. 12). Now that the School 
has its own building, it can provide base of operations, camp equip- 
ment, apparatus, tools, and workroom or laboratory space, to say 
nothing of trained field direction. 

It is also our desire to coéperate in the systematization of methods 
of excavation and recording, so far as this is feasible. Dr. Clarence 
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8. Fisher, Professor of Archaeology in our Schools, and Field Direc- 
tor of the great Megiddo expedition of the University of Chicago, 
has drawn up a plan for such coérdination, published in BULLETIN 
No. 18. Thanks to Dr. Fisher’s help and supervision, it is possible 
for all excavations carried on under the auspices of the School to 
follow a uniform system of recording which will very much simplify 
the task of the future archaeologist in Palestine. 

In the spring of 1926 two such excavations were carried on, one in 
full coéperation, and the other with the assistance of the School. 
The first one was that of Tell Beit Mirsim, ancient Kirjath-sepher, 
planned by Dr. Kyle and the writer for over a year before work was 
begun. Since an account of the results has been given in BULLETIN 
No. 23, it is not necessary to go into further details; we shall, how- 
ever, describe the organization of the expedition briefly. Dr. Kyle 
furnished the funds for the campaign, which cost less than $3,000, 
and was present during nearly all the excavation. He acted as 
“President” of the expedition, while the writer was “ Director.” 
Field direction and organization were in the hands of the latter, 
while publicity was entirely in the hands of President Kyle. The 
equipment was mostly provided by the School. The finds will be at 
the disposal of Xenia Theological Seminary after the Government 
Museum has taken its half and the objects have been fully studied. 
The scientific publication will be prepared by the Director and will 
appear in the AnNvuaL of the Schools. Whether this particular 
arrangement would always work out well is naturally uncertain; in 
this particular case it worked admirably, though it must be con- 
fessed that Dr. Kyle is exceptionally well qualified to codperate with 
others. 

The second excavation was that of Tell en-Nasbeh, north of 
Jerusalem, under the direction of Dean W. F. Badé of the Pacific 
School of Religion, who provided the funds and carried out the un- 
dertaking. Since the School was already pledged to coéperate fully 
with Dr. Kyle, it was not possible to do the same for Dr. Badé. The 
Director, however, suggested the site, and assisted Dr. Badé in the 
negotiations with the Government and the local owners. Dr. Fisher 
devoted a great deal of time to planning the organization of the 
work, and sent his best Egyptian assistant, together with several 
skilled Egyptian diggers, to Tell en-Nasbeh. Our equipment was 
unfortunately too limited in amount to bear division, but we fur- 
nished part of the tools. Dr. Badé deserves great credit for the 
energy and success with which he conducted the excavation, which 
proved extremely important. The most important finds were a fine 
section of Bronze Age city wall, more than five metres thick, and a 
remarkable series of Early Bronze tombs with over a hundred vases, 
forming a collection unique in several respects. The site was occu- 
pied off and on from the Early Bronze to the Hellenistic period; Dr. 
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Badé is inclined to accept the now commonly held identification with 
Mizpah, while the writer believes that it is the ancient Beeroth. 

The past year has been unprecedented in the annals of Palestinian 
archaeology. No less than nine full-fledged expeditions have been 
in the field. Besides the two just mentioned, there were three other 
American undertakings: the great Chicago expedition at Megiddo, 
under the field direction of Dr. Fisher; the excavation of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Museum at Beisdn, under the direction of Mr. 
Alan Rowe, an Australian archaeologist with a British staff; the 
excavation of Qal‘at el-Querin, the famous Crusader castle of Mont- 
fort, by Mr. Calver, for the Metropolitan Museum, New York. 
None of these expeditions have any connection with the School, but 
it has been a pleasure to enjoy the happiest personal relations with 
the members of their staffs. The American members of these ex- 
peditions have all stayed at the School while in Jerusalem, thus 
making the School a real social centre for American archaeologists in 
Palestine. It is indeed fortunate that our building was ready for 
occupancy before the great increase of archaeological activity in 
Palestine. 

Besides these five American undertakings, we must mention four 
others, not counting small local clearances for the Department of 
Antiquities. The most important of them is the German-Dutch- 
American excavation at Baldtah, the site of ancient Shechem. This 
expedition, under the direction of Prof. Ernst Sellin of Berlin, with | 
the assistance of Prof. F. M. Th. Bohl of Groningen, and Drs. Prasch- 
niker and Welter, and the patronage of Bishop Horace M. Du Bose 
of San Francisco, has attained very remarkable results, and may 
confidently be expected to produce even more. Shechem was occu- 
pied from about 2000 B.c. to the beginning of the Roman period, and 
was a very important place in the Middle Bronze Age. Next we 
may mention the excavations carried on by the Danes, under the 
direction of Hans Kjaer and Aage Schmidt, at Seilfin, ancient Shiloh. 
While not productive of sensational results, their work has raised 
very interesting possibilities with regard to the site of the tabernacle, 
and may prove very important. Our relations with the Danish 
expedition have been very close, a circumstance which augurs well 
for friendly coéperation in the future. The British School under- 
took the examination of various Galilaean caves and prehistoric 
sites, under the direction of Mr. Turville-Petre, with the assistance 
of Mrs. Baynes. We were glad to be able to assist them in various 
ways, to loan them equipment, etc. The most important work of 
the Department of Antiquities has been the clearance and consolida- 
tion project now under way at Jerash in Transjordan, under the 
direction of Mr. Horsfield. This promises to be an exceedingly im- 
portant undertaking, already very productive. In connection with 
it the Department of Antiquities has offered institutions and organi- 
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zations the opportunity of excavating in Jerash, where work would 
undoubtedly be very successful, and might easily reach results of 
sensational value. 

In connection with the archaeological development in Palestine 
and Syria, the governments of these two countries planned an inter- 
national archaeological congress, which duly met this April. Though 
organized too late to be very successful, it brought together a number 
of French, English and American scholars, with a few delegates from 
other lands. Besides the main feature, an archaeological tour of 
points of antiquarian interest in Syria and Palestine, some time was 
devoted to the reading of papers. For the first time since the war 
German scholars took part in an international gathering of oriental- 
ists and archaeologists. As Director of the American School, the 
writer acted as General Secretary, with Pére Dhorme of the French 
School, but the exigencies of the work then under way at Tell Beit 
Mirsim made it impossible to be present for more than the first part 
of the Congress. In connection with the Congress, the School enter- 
tained several visiting American delegates free, besides housing most 
of the American delegates already in Palestine. The American 
delegates were (not counting the members of the staff): Dean Badé, 
for the University of California; Dr. S. H. Blank, Hebrew Union 
College; Prof. Israel Davidson, Jewish Theological Seminary; Presi- 
dent M. G. Kyle, Xenia Theological Seminary; Professor and Mrs. 
MacCurdy, of Yale University and the American School of Prehis- 
toric Studies in France; Professor Magoffin, President of the Ar- 
chaeological Institute of America; Mr. J. T. Russell of the American 
School in France; Professor J. E. Wishart, for Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity; Dr. Gorham B. Stevens, Director of the American Academy 
in Rome. A number of other delegates were nominated, but could 
not come. 

Dr. Kyle’s coéperation in the Tell Beit Mirsim excavation brought 
a number of men from Xenia Theological Seminary to Jerusalem, 
several of whom took active part in the expedition, while all spent 
some time at the School, and assisted with the work of recording and 
gluing pottery. Prof. J. L. Kelso, Rev. A. W. Webster and Rev. 
J. R. Lee were on the staff at Tell Beit Mirsim, while Rev. K. M. 
Monroe and Rev. W. I. McIntyre joined the party later. Professor 
Kelso read some Hebrew and Assyrian with the Director, who also 
advised the others as to their studies, and conducted a laboratory 
course in assembling pottery fragments. 

While in Jerusalem the Director continued to serve as Treasurer of 
the Palestine Oriental Society and Assistant Editor of its Journal. 
He also acted as member of the Archaeological Advisory Board of 
the Palestine Government and as member of various archaeological 
and educational committees. Among his publications for the year 
may be mentioned (exclusive of reports in the Butuerin): 1.

Three topographical papers by former Fellows of the School ap- 
peared in the fifth volume of the AnNuaL. Dr. Voigt wrote on 
Bahurim, Dr. Carroll on Bittir and its Archaeological Remains, 
while Mr. Cooke discussed the Site of Kirjath-jearim. These are 
the first-fruits of our topographical seminar; we hope that the 
number of such studies and investigations will steadily increase. 

The library suffered during the past year from the uncertainty of 
our financial position, which led to curtailing of the amount spent on 
it. We limited ourselves principally to journals and continuations 
of series. Since our principal need is now archaeological books in 
the narrow sense of the term we restricted our additional purchases 
mainly to books of this type. With the Jastrow fund of $60 we pur- 
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chased a complete set of the maps of the Irf4q Survey so far pub- 
lished, which form a valuable addition to our cartographic material, 
now quite extensive. We also added the third and fourth volumes 
of Sendschirli (excavations at Zinjirli). With the Schofield fund we 
bought Enlart’s Monuments des Croisés, vol. I, and Baalbek, vol. III 
(the Mediaeval fortress). Of other additions the most important 
were Borchardt’s Sahure, two volumes, Galling’s Der Altar, and es- 
pecially Ebert’s Lexikon der V orgeschichte.

books; University of California, Popper’s Ibn Taghri Birdi, one 
volume; Mr. Harold Wiener, Origin of the Pentateuch, Prophets of 
Israel, Griffith’s Exodws in Light of Archaeology—about fifty books 
in all. 

In conclusion, it is a pleasure to thank our many friends for their 
kindness during the year. Our new neighbors, the American Colony, 
the British School of Archaeology and the Dominican convent (Ecole 
Biblique de St. Etienne) have all been most friendly and helpful. 
The School is most fortunate in its environment, which is 
socially and academically the best we could have found in the 
city. 

Owing to the Director’s absence from Jerusalem during the 
greater part of the past year, it is not possible to give more than a 
fragmentary list of visitors to the School. Among them were Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank H. Severance of Buffalo, through whom we received 
a gift of $125 toward the electric installation, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Catherwood of Philadelphia, who gave us a further $100. Among 
other American visitors may be mentioned Dean Washburn of the 
Episcopal Theological Seminary, Cambridge, Mass.; Pres. Pearson 
of the University of Maryland, and Dr. H. H. Powers, President of 
the Bureau of University Travel. Aside from the visitors at the 
School during the Archaeological Congress, we had the privilege of 
welcoming numerous visiting scholars, among them being Professors 
Eduard Meyer, Hermann Ranke, G. Steindorff, Professor Sayce, Dr. 
‘Hall of the British Museum, Professor Breasted. It was a peculiar 
pleasure to welcome the last mentioned scholar, who has recently 
become one of the Trustees of the Schools. Professor Breasted 
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has done more than any other American scholar to make 
American scholarship respected in European circles in the Near 
East. For this service alone all American orientalists owe him a 
debt of gratitude.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE SCHOOL IN 
BAGHDAD 


To the Trustees of the American School of Oriental Research, 


GENTLEMEN: 

I have the honor to report that during the year 1925-26 the work 
of our School at Baghdad made substantial and satisfactory progress. 
The Annual Professor and Professor in Charge during this year was 
Raymond P. Dougherty, Ph.D., then of Goucher College, now 
Laffan Professor of Assyriology in Yale University. Dr. Dougherty 
left Jerusalem in company with Dr. W. F. Albright, Director of our 
School there, about the middle of October and with him made an 
extensive examination of archaeological sites in northern Syria and 
along the Euphrates. He reached Baghdad early in November. 
A preliminary account of the scientific results of this tour from 
Palestine to Baghdad has already appeared in the BututeTIn. The 
months of November and December were spent in a brief survey of 
the chief excavated mounds of Babylonia and Assyria in company 
with Dr. Albright. The greater part of January, February and 
March was spent in making a detailed archaeological survey of a 
section of southern Babylonia. A preliminary account of this im- 
portant work is appearing in the Buuuertn, the first instalment 
having been published in the last number. Dr. Dougherty returned 
to Palestine in April as Annual Professor in the School there. 

A very important step in the progress of our School at Baghdad 
‘was taken before Professor Dougherty left Iraq. An agreement was 
entered into between the School and the Iraq Department of Antiq- 
uities whereby our School is given a room in the new National Mu- 
seum in Baghdad. Our Library has already been established in its 
new quarters which afford excellent opportunities for work in close 
proximity to the archaeological objects gathered there. It makes an 
ideal home for our archaeological school. 

The death of the Honorable Miss Gertrude Bell, late Honorary 
” Director of Antiquities for Iraq, inflicts upon our work a severe loss. 
Miss Bell foresaw the great advantage to the study of archaeology 
in that country of an alliance between her department and our 
School and it was due largely to her initiative and farsightedness that 
we had the opportunity to excavate at Tar Khalan and to occupy 
quarters in the Museum. The Director is very happy to report that 
he has assurances from his Majesty, King Faisal, and also from Mr. 
R. F. Cooke, Miss Bell’s successor as Honorary Director of Antiqui- 
ties, that it is their desire that the close codperation between the 
Government and our School shall continue in the future.
